FALUN DA FA RADIO 

In very fresh news courtesy of Numero Una #1596, I3BCMS has announced that Falun Dafa 
Radio, perhaps translated as World Falun Dafa Radio, took to the air on July I . UBCMS says 
that the programs are produced in the United States by Falun Gong personnel. In case you have 
not been following Chinese news, this religious sect has been in continual conflict with the 
Chinese government for a couple of years. Various arrests of members by Chinese officials have 



led lo repealed criticism of China's human rights record, including during recent debate in the 
Congress on China's trade status with the United Slates. MIK'MS quoics Falun (iong as saying 
that the purpose of the station is "to broadcast inhumation about tin- movement and clarify facts 

BBCMS lists the schedule for this one at 1400-1500 UTC on 9370v kHz (9350-9380), 2200- 
2300UTCon I2140v kHz (12120-1215(1), 2200.2300 II IC on I3580v kHz (13575-13590). and 
at 2200-2300 UTC on 15680v kHz (15670-15700). The frequencies in parentheses are the 
general range of the transmitter, since the station constantly mines about to avoid heavy Chinese 
jamming. It's been a while since we had n station like tins one that jumps around in a cat and 
mouse game with jamming transmitter. So. this one could Ik- fun. I ook lor all programming lo 
be in Mandarin. ID's. according lo IIIH 'MS, arc supposed lobe, "Shijic Falun Dafa Diantai." 

As lite winter daylight hours gel shorter, the allernoon lime period should be able lo propagate to 
North America, at least in the eastern pint. If you live out west, that morning broadcast could be 
audible. If you Item ihis one, we certainly will be very interested to know about your log. 

TEN TEC 340 

I am vciy pleased to say thai things have changed somewhat around my shack. During the 
summer I had the pleasure of using a new Ten Tec 340 DSP receiver for a period of time during 
the testing process for the forthcoming 2001 edition of Passport to World Band Radio. After 
that.

I plan to say something about ihe performance of this rig, but until the new Passport appears in 
the bookstores, I have to be mum for a Tew weeks.

After that, look 
for some remarks here about the new radio. 

I might say one thing even at this lime. The going price for one of these is $3,900. That is 
cheaper than a Walkins Johnson 8711, but it isn't something that you will find as a blue light 
special al K-Marl.

Jocrg Klingenfuss, well known publisher of excellent utility and broadcast slalion lists and 
databases, has pointed out that his products arc all on sale. This is not a marketing move, but it is 
instead associated with the steep plunge of the Euro exchange rate against the US dollar. So, he 
suggests that his various books should be cheaper now, even though they have always been 
somewhat pricey.

Ihe length of Ihe card lias been cut lo 200 
mm, and the power consumption has been reduced. An external demodulator input for FSK 
signals has been added."

They sell a lol of high end receivers, so even if you're 
not interested in Ihe digital decoder, the site is a good place to drool.
